cally everything that a central bank 
would be able to do.

Seventeen states are now recorded as op­ 
posed to the administration’s policies— Arizona, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Vermont and Wyoming. 
Five common­ 
wealths have increased their faith in New Deal methods— Dela­ 
ware, Montana, Nevada, North Carolina and Utah. 
Curiously 
enough Delaware now shows an even division of opinion. 
Some of these figures are enlightening. 
Pennsylvania, for 
instance, previously voting yes 69.37 per cent goes to 52.53 
per cent no, thus adding 21.90 per cent to its disapproval col­ 
umn. 
Rhode Island adds 30.11, Connecticut 15.47, New York 
2 2.2 3, New Jersey 20.53. 
It may be argued that 65,000 ballots are not a sufficient 
large number to afford an accurate calculation. Nevertheless the 
Digest polls do have a habit of justifying themselves, and it 
must be apparent to intelligent observers that various New Deal 
methods are being subjected to increasing criticism.

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SHIFT IN PUBLIC SENTIMENT 


NOTHER poll conducted by the Literary Digest reveals a de- 


cided change of public sentiment towards New Deal pol- 


' Back in March and April 'ballots were distributed among 


the states 
The question asked was whether those voting ap- 


proved of the Roosevelt administration's acts and policies "on 
the whole " One state alone— Delaware— disapproved by a 
percentage of 66.67 to 33.33. The average of all the states was 
69.03 in favor and 30.97 against. 


In August and September 65,000 ballots were sent to the 


same persons who answered the earlier poll. 
This time the 


average affirmative percentage lias dropped to 50.97, showing 
a. decrease of "l 8.06. Seventeen slates are now recorded as op- 
posed to the administration's policies— Arizona, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Vermont and Wyoming. 
Five common- 


wealths have increased their faith in New Deal methods — Dela- 
ware, Montana, Nevada, North Carolina and' Utah. 
Curiously 


enough Delaware now shows an even division of opinion. 


Some of these figures are enlightening. 
Pennsylvania, for 


instance, previously voting yes 69.37 per cent goes to 52.53 
per cent no, thus adding 21.90 per cent to its disapproval col- 
umn. 
Rhode Island adds 30.11, Connecticut 15.47, New York 


22.23, rfew Jersey 20.53. 


It may be argued that 65,000 ballots are not a sufficient- 


large number to afford an accurate calculation. Nevertheless the 
Digest polls do have a habit of justifying themselves, and it 
must be apparent to intelligent observers that various New Deal 
methods are being subjected to increasing criticism. 


WHAT MIGHT BE 


Americans grumble so much about street and sidewalk congestion 


that it is a relief to be reminded occasionally or the horrible fates we 
have escaped. More than a crumb of comfort is furnished by visioning, the 
conditions that would exist were some of the modern time-saving and 
congestion-eliminating devices taken away. 


Picture an American city without telephones. 
There would be 


millions of messages to deliver somehow. If they were carried by hand, 
the messenger boj's would doubtless be piled in business streets like snow- 
drifts, roof high. And think what would happen if all the senders turned 
out to see why their messages had not reached their destination. 


If there is a moment's delay in making a telephone connection, 


the subscriber is loud1 in protest against inefficient service. He might 
not be so quick to complain if he realized that without the telephone 
he might have to make the connection on foot. 


Imagine, if you can, the confusion and annoyance that would be 


occasioned by trying to take care of modern traffic on the narrow earth 
roads and unpaved city streets which the pioneer motorist used in the 
absence of anything better. 


All in all the nation, even in the most congested centers of popula- 


tion, makes fairly good progress, and communication and transporta- 
tion systems operate with surprising expedition under all the circum- 
stances. 


THE PROSPEROUS FORTIES 


A recent compilation reveals that fact that the average man is at 


the peak of his prosperity at or around the age of 40. Pick out all the 
prosperous men you know of in the public eye and you will realize the 
truth of this fact. 


After a man has passed forty years of age, the report shows, the 


time and the likelihood of liis amassing a fortune or even a livelihood, 
decreases rapidly. 


A survey of the lives of "100 average men" showed that at 45 more 


than half of them were self-supporting or better. Only 15 were depend- 
ent. 
At_55 the number of dependents had doubled and at 65 it was 


still increasing. 


This may be taken either as a threat or a warning".! It'may be the 


scourge of despondency or of keen incentive, accordingly as it is viewed 
with courage or taken as an ultimatum proclaiming the uselessness of 
effort. 


For the average man the solution lies in the slow accumulation and 


careful investment of savings. The same statistics not that the earlier 
savings is begun, the greater the ratio of accumulation and the longer 
prosperity will endure. 
They are. facts for the generation now coming 


into middle life to consider, and to be tauglft to the younger generation 
for its own happiness and security.

NOTHER poll conducted by the Literary Digest reveals a de- 


cided change of public sentiment towards New Deal pol- 


icies. 


Back in March and April ballots were distributed among 


the states. 
The question asked was whether those voting ap- 


proved of the Roosevelt administration's acts and'policies "on 
the whole." 
One state alone—Delaware—disapproved by a 


percentage of 66.67 to 33.33. 
The average of all the states was 


69.03 in favor and 30.97 against. 


In August and September 65,000 ballots were sent to the 


same persons who answered the earlier poll. 
This time the 


average affirmative percentage has dropped to 50.97, showing 
a decrease of 18.06. 
Seventeen slates are now recorded as op- 


posed to the administration's policies—Arizona, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Vermont and Wyoming. Five common- 
wealths have inci-eased their faith in New Deal methods—Dela-

| lars, pitted and in basements of the 
; farm home show the first two 
j methods much superior.

j ture of from 34 to 40 degrees w’as 
j maintained during the storage pe-

have 
out-yielded 
potatoes 
stored in common house cellars by

Likewise, potatoes properly pitted 
have consistently out-yielded seed 
stored in common house cellars.

HOLIDAYS NOT LIMIT OF 


TURKEY MARKETING 


Since the greater part of the tur- 


key crop is marketed at home and 
the price of turkeys has been favor- 
able both before and after the holi- 
day season, growers should consider 
seriously marketing their birds only 
•when they reach prime condition. 


Those that are prime in October 


can be sold at that time. On the 
other hand, some of the late- 
hatched immature turkeys might be 
held over until after the holiday 
season. 


In four of five years the October 


price of live turkeys on the New 
York City market has been equal to 
.or higher than the November price. 
Furthermore, the January and Feb- 
ruary prices have been higher than 
the holiday prices in two of the five 
years. 


A study 
made last 
year on 


methods of marketing turkeys in 
the state of New York showed that 
rnore than three-fourths 
of 
the 


birds were sold either direct to con- 
sumers or to retailers. Since only 
a small percenage of the turkeys 
were sent to commission houses, the 
turkey growers apparently were de- 
veloping a market at home for fresh 
killed and prime birds. 


The present "family sized" turkey 


is one weighing from 
10 to 
12 


pounds ready for the oven. 
The 


lird would weigh 14 to 16 pounds 
alive. This medium sized bird has 
ieen gaining gradually in favor for 
iome use at the expense of its 
heavier brother. 


DIG AND STORE SEED 


POTATOES CAREFULLY 


Potatoes to be used for seed pur- 


poses should be carefully dug and 
tored to insure good keeping, to 
jrevent the spread.of 
disease, to 
linder early sprouting, and to as- 
sure strong vitality when planted. 


Comparisons of seed stored 'in 


well-insulated storage houses or cel- 
ars, pitted and in basements of the 
arm home show the first two 
methods much superior. Seed stored 
n well-insulated or underground 
storages where a constant tempera- 
ture of from 34 to 40 degrees was 
maintained during the storage pe- 
•iod 
have 
out-yielded 
potatoes 


stored in common house cellars by 
as much as 60 bushels per 
acre. 


.likewise, potatoes properly pitted 
have consistently out-yielded seed 
itored in common house cellars. 


One of the most important factors 


in the storage of seed potatoes is 
the avoidance of mechanical 
in- 


uries. 
Injuries of potatoes, such 


as skinning, cutting and bruising, 
result in shriveling and permit the 
entrance of infection 
of 
various 


storage 
organisms 
causing weak 


sprouts or rotting of the seed. 


The biggest objection t'o house 


cellar storage is the high or uneven 
temperature which commonly pre- 
vails. Seed stored under such con- 
ditions is certain to sprout earlier 
n the spring- and too often neces- 
sitates desprouting of the seed be- 
fore planting. The oftener seed is 
sprouted, t'ne weaker will be the 
Dlants which grow from it,

HOLIDAYS NOT LIMIT OF 


TURKEY MARKETING 


Since the greater part of the tur- 


key crop is marketed at home and 
the price of turkeys has been favor- 
able both before and after the holi- 
day season, growers should consider 
seriously marketing their birc^ only 
v.'hen they reach prime condition. 


Those that are prime in October 


can be sold at that time. On Hie 
other 
hand, some of the late- 


hatched immature turkeys might be 
held over until after the holiday 
season. 


In four of five years the October 


price of live turkeys on the New 
York City market has been equal to 
or higher than the November price. 
Furthermore, the January and Feb- 
ruary prices have been higher than 
the holiday prices in two of the five 
years. 


A 
study 
made 
last 
year 
on 


methods of marketing turkeys in 
the state of New York showed that 
more than three-fourths 
of 
the 


birds were sold sittier direct to con- 
sumers or to retailers. Since only 
a small percenage of the turkeys 
were sent to commission houses, the 
turkey growers apparently were de- 
veloping a market at home for fresh 
killed and prime birds. 


The present "family sized" turkey 


is one weighing from 
10 
to 
12 


pounds ready for the oven. 
The 


bird would weigh 14 to 16 pounds 
alive. This medium sized bird has 
been gaining gradually in favor for 
home use at 
the expense of its 


heavier brother. 


DIG AND STORE SEED 


POTATOES CAREFULLY 


Potatoes to be used for seed pur- 


poses should be carefully dug and 
stored to insure good keeping, to 
prevent the spread ,of 
disease, 
to 


hinder early sprouting, and to as- 
sure strong vitality when planted. 


Comparisons of seed stored 'in 


well-insulated storage houses or cel- 
lars,, pitted and in basements of the 
farm 
home show the 
first two 


methods much superior. Seed stored 
in well-insulated or underground 
storages where a constant tempera- 
ture of from. 34 to 40 degrees was 
maintained during the storage pe- 
riod 
have 
out-yielded 
potatoes 


stored in common house cellars by 
as much as 60 bushels per 
acre. 


Likewise, potatoes properly 
pitted 


have consistently out-yielded seed 
stored in common house cellars. 


One of the most important factors 


in the storage of seed potatoes is 
the avoidance of mechanical in- 
juries. 
Injuries of potatoes, such 


as skinning, cutting and bruising, 
result in shriveling and permit the 
entrance of infection 
of 
various 


storage 
organisms 
causing weak 


sprouts or rotting of the seed. 


The biggest objection 
to 
house 


cellar storage is the high or uneven 
temperature which commonly pre- 
vails. Seed stored under such con- 
ditions is certain to sprout earlier 
in the spring and too "often neces- 
sitates desprouting of the seed be- 
fore planting. The ofteuer seed is 
sprouted, the weaker will be the 
plants which grow from it. 
De- 


sprouted seed will in most cases re- 
sult in a greater number of stalks 
per hill, giving a higher per cent of 
second grade tubers. 


Where a well-insulated storage 


house or cellar is not available for 
the 
storage of seed, pitting is 


recommended. Care should be exer- 
. cised to avoid pitting seed during 
| hot weather. It is better to wait 
' until cool weather prevails.

The Phoenicians in the opinion 


of Father Burrows, who has inves- 
tigated the matter, tried to combine 


• the Hebrew alphabet with cunei- 
form script when they -wrote a mes- 
sage of reverence and thank offer- 
ing to Shur. Mut and Alat, three of 
their important gods. 


The Israelites had an alphabet of 


twenty-seven letters, fifteen hun- 
dred years before Christ, long before 
the Phoenicians, daring seamen, ad- 
venturers arid traders, escaped from 
the plctograph stage. But the Phoe- 
nicians were a branch of the Semi- 
tic race, therefore the honor of de- 
vising the first alphabet rests with 
that race, no matter which branch 
deserves it. 
It seems unjust to the whole Sem- 


itic race, however, to name the* al- 
phabet for Alpha and Beta, the first 
two letters of the Greek alphabet

CAMDEN, N. J., Oct 20—Uncle 
Barn’s drive against the illicit manu­ 
facture of alcohol took a brand- 
new twist with invocation of the 
right to confiscate property use in 
moonshine operations. 
Special assistant attorney general 
W. B. Smith filed confiscation 
proceedings in federal court against 
a 168-acre farm at Ellisburg where, 
the government charges, a 5,000 gal­ 
lon still was found in operation last 
March 31. 
Under Internal Revenue act, the 
government holds, it is entitled to 
confiscate the farm as part of the 
penalty. 
Hearing on the confiscation was 
adjourned until Dec. 5.

President Roosevelt, author of the 
new deal and father of the new 
democracy, came here today to re- 
d.edicate this ancient city to the 
principles laid down by the founder 
of democracy—Thomas Jefferson. 


The purpose of the 
president's 


journey to this 301-year-old school 
was to receive the degree of doctor 
of laws from William and Mary col- 
lege. Aside from the simple cere- 
mony at which a new president of 
the institution, John Ejtewart Bryan 
was to be inducted into office, the 
restored Duke of Gloucester street 
was to be dedicated.
